To the President and Members 

of the Board of Health. 

Gentlemen : — The following abstract of births, marriages, 
and deaths, as registered in this department is respectfully 
presented through you to City Councils for the year ending 
December 31, 1881. 

The number of births returned amounted to eighteisn thou- 
sand one hundred and fifty-four (18,154), a decrease from the 
previous year of one thousand two hundred and thirty-four 
(1,234) ; the number of marriages seven thousand five hun- 
dred and sixty-nine (7,569), an increase of one thousand and 
ninety-three (1,093)) and the number of deaths nineteen 
thousand five hundred and fifteen (19,515), an increase of 
one thousand eight hundred and four (1,804). 

Several additional tables have been added, together with an 
Appendix, which may give* much interesting and valuable 
information.

The number of marriages in which both parties were natives 
of the United States was five thousand and fifty-three (5,053), 
and the number of marriages in which both parties were of 
foreign birth was one thousand four hundred and fourteen 
(1,414), and the number of marriages in which the nativities 
of both parties were unknown was two hundred and twenty- 
nine (229). 

The number of men married, natives of the United States, 
amounted to five thousand two hundred and thirty-five (5,235), 
and the number of women five thousand seven hundred and 
thirty-three (5,733) ; the nativities of two hundred and sixty- 
seven (267) men and two hundred and forty-five (245) women 
have been omitted.

In the above figures, the still-born and premature births, 
and bodies brought to the City for burial, are not included, 
thus showing the actual mortality in the City. 
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The mortality of adults amounted to ten thousand five 
hundred and eight (10,508), an increase over the previous 
year of eight hundred and eighty-seven (887), and the mor- 
tality of children nine thousand and seven (9,007), an increase 
over the previous year of nine hundred and seventeen (917). 

The number bom in the United States amounted to four- 
teen thousand five hundred and twenty-nine (14,529) ; four 
thousand two hundred and fifty-two (4,252) were of foreign 
birth, and seven hundred and thirty-four (734) whose nativi- 
ties were unknown.
